tropical "tiger-cats;" the jaguar and 
eyrn, unspotted cats ranging 
from 


Paraguay to the northern boundary i>i 
Mexico;

pampas-cat, and the lynx, which in- 
habits the greater part of tho American 
continent north of Mexico. Prominent 
among the old world cals are the lion, 
tho tiger, the panther or leopard, the 
ounce or irhis, the spotted tiger, the 
servai, the cheetah and the lynx.

form of ea.t may be s;ud to be common 
to Europe and America, though then; 
arc varieties of lynx in both, as well 
as in Asia and Africa. 
The cougar is 


often inaccurately called the "panther'' 
in America, while the American "wild- 
cat" is a kind of lynx. The wildcat 
proper, Felis eatus, extends its don-nil! 
over the continent and islands ol 
Europe. 
It is not, as is frequently 


supposed, the ancestor of the domestic 
animal, this place being now generally 
conceded to the Egyptian cat (F. man- 
ienl.ala).—Arkansaw Traveler.

They drniie out their words in sing song 
tones, and their orations read better than 
they sound.

adopted year alter year. 


A man who figures very often in tho con- 


gressional record is Hnnator Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, who has a widu fund of information 
ou almost every subject, and who is seldom 
averse to giving his views to the public.

His 
fnco is a bold, open one, nnd his hair is of 
silver. 
He has a silvery mustache nnd

He entered 
tho Confederate ai my as a private and came 
out a brigadier general, and ho is a good law- 
yer as well as a statesman.

thinks at heart that his party ought to have 
the offices,. 
Ho stands well at the White 


House, and ho is generally looked upon as a 
man of both brains and lulliiencc. 
Ho lives 


near the ('apil ol, mid what he cannot tell you 
about Alabama is hardly worth knowing. 
He is not so rich a man as Pugh, who lives in 
the fashionable northwest, but I think ho in 
uiora of a student.

He trotted about ihis same chamber as a 
page, and old statesmen remember him in a 
diplomatic and obliging hltlo lUloiv, who 
kept ii keen eye out for tho tint ograpk al- 
bums, and who knew a good thing when ho 
saw it—nnd took it.

tho senate at 41. IIo and President Cleve- 
land are very close together, though Gor- 
man's ideas of civil service aro not tho sa\K> 
as those of the president.
